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INTRODUCTION 


The National Gandhi Museum at Rajghat provides a complete 
panorama of Mahatma Gandhi's life, work and philosophy. 
Collection of articles related to Gandhiji was started in a 
humble way in 1948, soon after the martyrdom of Gandhiji, 
were shifted to the present location in 1961. It is a unique 
museum with its rich collection of original documents, 
personal relics not only belonging to of Gandhiji but also of 
his close associates. Gandhiji’s life is presented here through 
his relics, photographs, audio-visuals, literature, art works 
and a full scale replica of his hut in Sabarmati Ashram. It has 
an excellent library comprising books written by Gandhiji 
and books written on him by others. 

With such a rich collection of materials on all aspects 
of Gandhiji it has become an excellent centre for entire 
Gandhian and related literature.

MARTYRDOM GALLERY 


Empty Urns which contained Gandhiji’s ashes, blood stained 
shawl and dhoti, one of the bullets which killed Gandhiji, 
the pocket watch that was with 
him at the last moment of his 
life, etc are displayed in this 
gallery. It contains newspapers 
clippings, messages of people 
from India and abroad received 
on his death and his favourite 
bhajans. Recreated Heartbeat of 
Gandhiji based on his original 
cardiological reports is available 
here in audible form. 


ART AND ASHRAM GALLERY 


The portraits of Gandhiji through 
various medium such as water 
tempera, pen ink, sketch, oil and 
water colour, by different artists 
like Suraj Sadan, Rao Venkata 
Rao, Ram S. Verma and Saral are 
displayed here. 


CHILDREN GALLERY 


Designed especially for the 
chiidren, here two trees depicting 
main principles of Gandhij, model 
of the house where he was born 
and Sevagram Ashram and the | 
special kit for children prepared 
during his birth centenary year is 
kept on displaye here.

RESOURCES 

LIBRARY AND PUBLICATIONS 

Library has a rare and extensive collection of nearly 43,000 
books and other literary sources. It includes collection of 
weekly journals edited by Gandhiji, photocopies of Gandhiji’s 
correspondences with world’s famous leaders, digital copies 
of books and journals etc. The Reading Room has a large 
number of magazines. A number of books, monographs and 
pamphlets have been published on subjects related to Gandhiji 


by the Museum itself. Catalogue of Library books is available 
online at www.gandhimuseum.org. Facility of Photocopying 
of books is also available at the library on payment of actual 
cost. It is also possible to make soft copies of book, scan pages 
from a document. 


PHOTO SECTION 


Photo Section has a collection of more than 7000 photos 
of Gandhi and other leaders of freedom movement. All are 
digitized in a high-resolution format and can be ordered 
for printing on digital printer with various mediums, like 
photo paper, vinyl, and canvas, of different sizes. The photo

These are lent free 
of cost (except for transport and packaging charges) to the 
Gandhian and educational institutions on request. 


AUDIO-VISUAL SECTION 

The Audio-Visual Section has 168 films and CDs of 
Gandhiji’s speeches, his life and Indian Freedom Movement. 
The Museum has a small corner in which free film shows are 
held everyday. Free Film shows are also arranged on request 
in the Museum or outside in Delhi/NCR. Copies of films, 
tapes and CDs are supplied for specific, and non-commercial 
use on request at cost based service charges.
